That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment 
to the 


Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to the electors of the State for ap 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such ar. 
election, adopt such 
amendment 


the same shall become a part of 
the constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to-wit: 


SECTION 1. Amendment No. 11 


to the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read a.s follows: 


The General Assembly shall pro- 


vid.e for the support of common 
schools by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax of one dollar, 
to be assessed on every male in- 


habitant of this State over the age 
of twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy,, 
by a vote ol the qualified electoral 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
for the maintenance of schools, the 
erection and equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, the amount of 
such tax to be determined in the 
following manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 
school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty tb'O) days in advance of the 
annual school election a proposed 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary to provide for the foregoing 
purposes, together with a rate o" 
tax levy sufficient to provide the' 
funds therefor, including the rate

the rate of tax so proposed by the 
Board of Directors, then the tax 
at the rate so approved shall be 
collected as provided by law. In 
the event a majority of said quali- 
fied electors voting in said annual 
school election shall disapprove the 
proposed rate of tax. then the tar.
